PRELIMINARY REMARKS BY COLONEL C. K M WALTER, AGENT TO THE 

GOVERNOR-GENERAL. _ *, 

CHANGES AMONG POLITICAL OFPICEES , "

I assumed charge of the office of Agent to the Governor-General fiord 
Colonel Sn. E Biadfoid, K 0 S I , on the 27th Maich 1887 

Theie have been few changes among Political Officeis in Rajputana during 
the year In Bikann Major Thornton and Colonel Law held charge of the 
Agency foi a few months duimg the absence of Major Talbot, the substantive, 
Political Agent, on fuilough , and Major Piasei has been my Pnst Assistant 
since the 4th June Mi 3? Henvey, who had been Resident at Jaipui for 
nearly 2-L years, was a few days after the close of the yeai appointed td he Gov- 
ernor -General’s Agent m Central India m/,uccession to Sir Lepel Griffin * 

The status of the Bhartpur, Eerowli, and Dliolpur Agency 1 ' has b6en 
laised to that of an Additional Political Agency of the first class, andthe desig- 
nation changed to cc Eastern States Agency,” while the Resident m the “Eastern 
Rajputana States ” is now styled the “ Resident at J aipur ” i 
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TOUR 

I was on torn fiom the 11th Novcmbei 1837 to the ond of March following, 
maiclnng fusti'iom Aba to Ennpuia, whence I directed my camp and staff to 
go to tJdaipui, myself pioceeding to Bikanvr Thoio I spent some time, 
auanging, in consultation with the Political Agent, scvoial matteis of detail 
connected with the leoi'gam/ed admimstiation of the State 

' I rejoined camp at Udaipur on the 2nd December, and on the 3id, under 
the oideis of Ills Excellency the Vicoioy and Goveinoi-Goncial, delncicd to 
.. His Highness the Maliaiana Eutteli Singh, with all suitable cei oniony, the 
insignia of a Knight Giand Coimuandei ot the Most Exalted Older ol the Stai 
of India His Highness’ Don an, Rai Mehta Punna Lai, was also publicly pie- 
sentedby me with the decoiation of a Companion of the Indian Empire, which 
honoui had been bestowed upon him m lccogmtion of his good sen ices to the 
State Passing thiough Jawad, Rampuia, and Elumpuia m Ccntial India, I 
ai lived at Jhaliapatan on the 23ul December and stayed theie fne days, which 
were devoted to obtaining an insight into the new order of things m the Jhalla- 
wai State, and to the w oihiug of the i ai ious depai tments After leaving Jlial- 
rapatan, whcie or ei v thing was in good order under Colonel Abbott’s eaieful 
and experienced supervision, I visited Kotali and Buiuli, and thence mai died 
to Keiowli and Dholpur The foimei State is now nculy clear of debt, and 
theie is a marked change f oi the bettci in the working of the administntion 
since my last visit to Keiowli m 1881 At Dholpui I was enabled to gno 
effect to the oideis of Go\ eminent for placing the admimstiation and finances 
on a soundei footing Eiom Dholpur I matched to Bliartpui, and Was met 
by the Maharaja, who accompanied me till my camp passed into Jaipur ter- 
ritory on its way to Tonic A stay or thicc days at Tonic sen ed to show mq that 
much progress had been and was being made theie in the various blanches of 
the admimstiation Eiom Tonk my camp went to Ajmere, aiming on the 1st 
March, and ending a maicli of ovei 900 miles m all fiom Abu 

After the conclusion of the “ Tyag ” conference, which will he noticed 
separately, I paid visits by lail to Ulwai and Jaipui, returning to Ajmere to 
pieside at the meetings of the Mayo College Council on the 21st and 22nd 
March I broke up camp at Ajmeie on the 26th March, and after a iwt of a 
few days to Jodhpur leached head-cjuaiteis at Abu on the 31st Maren 

CONFERENCE AT AJMERE FOR REDUCTION OF EXPENSES ON OCCASIONS OF 
MARRIAGE AND DEATH AMONG RAJPUTS 

Dunng my toui I took tlie oppoitumty of peisonally discussing, with the 
Chiefs of the States I visited, the linpoitant question of “Tyag,” which is 
laigess paid by the father of the budegrooin to the Cliaians, Bliats, and Dholis, 
who attend wedding ceiomonies All desned that some means should he 
devised of reducing excessive expenditure at funeral feasts as well as at marriage 
ceiemomes At my suggestion a large lcpiescntative committee was assem- 
bled at Ajmere, the members consisting of one official, one leading Jagndar, 
-and one Charan fiom almost every State in Rnjputnna The co-opeiation of - 
the Chiefs having been previously seemed, the membcis of the committee 
had no great difficulty m drawing up a set of mlcs for the regulation of m s ai- 
nage and funeral expenses, the ages at which mairiago should he contracted, 
ana othei cognate matteis These mlcs were publicly read out m my presence, 
assented to, and signed by the delegates, some forty m numbei, and have since 
been widely distributed m the vaiious States, wheio committees of influential 
officials have been appomted by the Daibais to see to the piopei observance of 
them Instances nave already come to my knowledge whoio the piovisions of 
the mles have been duly enfoiced, theieby saiing much waste of money, and I 
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bare every hope that in time, as the advantages of the innovation become bettei 
known, the sphere of their opeiation will not he limited to Rajputana In fact 
a pioposal has alieady come befoie me to have the lules extended to the States 
nndei the Main Kantha Agency, and I hope soon to see the Oential India States 
follow the good example set by Rajputana J ' ' 

JUBILEE 

In Maich 1887 Maharaj Colonel Sn Pertab Singh, K C S I , pioceedcd r , 
to England on behalf of his biothei, the Mahaiaja of Jodhpur, to he present at 
the celebiation of the Queen’s Jubilee, and m May 1887 the Mahaiaja qP c ' 
Bhaitpui sent foui of his Sndais, under charge of Sir John Tylei, to lepiesent ' 
him on the occasion 


IMPERIAL INSTITUTE 

In commemoration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee laige Bums were subscribed 
by seveial of the Rajput States, the aggiegate of wluck was not far short of 
two lakhs of lupees. 

FRONTIER DEFENCE 

The Chiefs of Rajputana have also exhibited libeiality and loyalty m their 
offers to fuithei the policy of Government in regaid to fiontier defence 
Many have offeied large sums of money for this object, while all have 
expiessed then* willingness to place m time of emergency their' ti oops, services, 
and lesouices at the disposal of the Soveieign 

CAVALRY CAMP AT RUPAHELI 

In January a cavalry camp of exercise was assembled at Rupaheli m 
Meywai temtoiy undei the command of Geneial Gillespie, C "B , and was 
inspected by His Royal Highness the Duke of Connaught Colonel Buller and 
Majoi Newill held ehaige of the political duties in connection with the camp, 
and no difficulties weie experienced as to supplies, damage to crops, or questions 
of compensation ' 

NATIVE STATES 

t 

The pnncipal political events of the yeai have been the minority arising m 
Bikann and the leveision of the Jhallawar State to the ehaige of the Political 
Superintendent. 

BIKANIB 

On the 19th August 1887 Maharaja Dungar Singh of Bikanir, who had been' 
ailing for some time, died chddless at the age of thnty-thiee years Shortly 
befoie his'death His Highness had adopted his young brother Gunga Singh, a boy 
about seven years old The succession. was recognised by the Government of 
India, and Gunga Singh was placed on the Gadi on the 31st August Suitable 
measures have been adopted foi the young Chief ’s education and training, and he 
has been removed as far as possible fiom all those influences which might tend 
to mjuie his chaiacter 

During the minority the administration of the State will he in the hands of 
the Political Agent aided by a Council of Regency, and the various branches of 
the executive have been allotted to “ Seghas ” or departments The finances are 
m good older, theie being an accumulated saving of twenty lakhs in hand with 
an anticipated yeoily surplus of between thiee and foui lakhs of rupees

JHALLAWAR - 

The Maharaj Rana of Jhallawar has not pioved himself to be so good a ruler 
'sb he was expected to be when full governing powers were conferred upon him 
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He has persistently neglected the good advice offered to lnm by competent authoi * 
ity, and as misiule m the State was cveiywliere biought to light, His Excellency 
the Viceioy and Governoi -General was reluctantly compelled, m Septembei 1S87> 
to relegate His Highness to the position he occupied duung the mmoiity and to 
place the administration of the State m the hands of the Political Supeim- 
tendent assisted by a Council, which has been leoigamsel, aftei the lemoval 
fiom the State of some of the Mahaiaj Sana’s mischievous adviseis The 
finances of the State aie fortunately m a sound condition, and suitable allow- 
ances have been made foi the Maharaj Rana and his establishment 

Ho impoitant events have occuired duung the year in the other States of 
Rnjputana 

MEYWAR 

In Meywai the Maharana Futteli Singh continues to lule ably A second 
son was born to His Highness m Novembei, and the occasion was one of much 
lejoicmg The new revenue settlement has been mtioduced m the paiganas 
of Akola, Huna, Shimbugarb, Chitoi, and Rajnagai, 

BANSWARA 

Financial embairassment still continues m the small State of Banswaia, 
which can'only be lelieved by the close supervision, foi some yeais to come, of 
a special Political Officer 


MARWAR 

Theie has been no change of impoitance m the admimstiation of Mai war 
Mahaiaj Colonel Sir Peitab Singh, the Pmne Minister 01 Musalnb Ala, was in 
England foi some months duung 1S87, and duung his absence the Maharaja 
looked moie closely into the government of the State Jodhpui was visited 
m Febiuary by the Mahaiaja of Mysore, who made a tour thiough part of 
Rajputana, and lie uas most hospitably lecened and entei tamed 

SIROHI 

The government of this State has impioved of late years, and the Rao 
himself has done much to bring about this satisfactory state of things Im- 
pioved tiade and communications bung His Highness m a laigai revenue than 
foimerly fiom Abu, and the Darbai has libeially consented to aid the Abu 
Municipality with an annual contubution of R3,000, theieby lelievmg the 
Butisli Government of its giant-m*aid 

JAIPUR 

Refoims have been mtioduced m the judicial departments of Jaipur, and 
measuies have been adopted foi the reclamation of the Minas, while illicit 
opium tiaffic with the Punjab has been caiefully watched The Mahaiaja 
has an able adviser m Rai Bahadur Babu Kanti Chander Mukeiji, whose 
administrative ability and integrity aie geneially acknowledged The Maharaja

EEROWLI 

Inci eased powers weie gi anted xn June 1,887 to the Maliaiaja of Keiowli, 
v ho is repoi ted to use them with discretion, and m a maunei calculated to 
benefit Ins State, which is now almost fiee from the buulen of debt that has 
lain upon it for some yeais The balance of debt is now only about half a 
lakh of mpees, which should be paid off by next year without fail 

DHOLETTR 

The financial condition of the Dholpur State has been tlie subject of a 
leport to Government, winch has lesulted in special anangements, loan and 
othei, foi the payment of the pioportionately laige amount of debt due by the 
State This debt amounts to ovei 15 lakhs and should be paid off in about 12 
yeais 

tTLWAR 

I was much pleased with my visit to TJlwai, wheie I found everything m 
veiy good ordei The Chief takes a great inteiest m all that goes on m Ms State 
and paiticular pude in his tioops and stables He has been fortunate m having 
bad so capable and sound an officei as Colonel Peacock for many yeais as bis 
Political Agent

My visit to Ho tab also aiouses most pleasant remembrances, for here too 
the painstaking care of Colonel Baylay is evident in eveiy detail of the adminis- 
tration as well as m numeious improvements in the shape of public buildings, 
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' beautifully laid out gaidens, and works of utility The Maliarao has not had 
good health duung the yeai, and is still unable to manage, the State without the 
assistance of the Political Agent, and the well-chosen Council, who practically 
administer it (

ably Inquiries showed that the use was due to seveial causes first, to the 
laige expoit of giam, especially wheat, within the last few yeais, in conse- 
quence of which most of the old stocks of gram have been exhausted Second- 
ly , to the spung ciops of 1887 having suffeied severely fiom frost Thudly, to 
the unusual heavy lams in many parts of Rajputana, duung August and Sep-

During the cold season Colonel Temple and Colonel Scott, Political Agent, 
Main Kantlia, met on the Dungarpm-Malii Kantha holder with a mow to discuss 
measmes for its police supcrusion , but after mai clung the u hole length of the 
boidei, it uas found that until the boundary between the States was defined no 
police airangements would be possible The mattei is now under the con-

MAR WAR AND SIROHI

A mail lobbeiy occurred on the Kheiwara-TJdaipur road on the night of 
the 16th Octohei last Enquiries showed that both the guide and the runners 
were under the influence of liquoi at the time and that it was due to their 
negligence that the act was committed These., men have been sentenced to 
nine, sis, and twelve months’ ngorous imprisonment respectively, and the Bhil 
Pal implicated has been fined R.500 and its Gameti (headman) imprisoned

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At Gun wax a in Dungaipur a village postman was lobbed The State 
paid compensation to the Postal Department for the loss which was trifling 

In Bhaitpur B150 were absti acted fiom a mail bag despatched from 
Bhaitpui to Kama Tlieic was not sufficient evidence to place any one on 
trial, and the case was disposed of by the Deputy Postmastei -General depait- 
mentally 

On the 21st May 1887, the mail tiavclhng from Churu to Sardaishahr was 
plundered some eight miles from the lattci place by two highwaymen Through 
the excitrons of the Bikamr Daibai the offenders concerned m the robbery 
weic seemed and sentenced to five years’ i igorons impugnment each. The mail 
in question contained a remittance of R200 in cash for the payment of money 
orders, and this amount has been made good to the Postal Department by the 
Bikamr State 

BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT. 

Di I P Stiatton was appointed in Novembei 1S87 to continue the 
demarcation of the boundary line in dispute between the States of Meyuar and 
Tonic Before the close of the yeai ho succeeded in disposing of 31 casts 
involving about 28 miles of border and has dono excellent work

EDUCATION, 

In Mai cli last a meeting of the Geneial Council of the Mayo College was 
held at Ajmeie 

The Council was attended by Then Highnesses the Maharajas of Jaipui, 

Bhaitjmi, Keiowli, and Kishenguili, 
Mahaiaj Sn Pertab Singh, SCSI, the 
offieeis noted on the maigm, and by the 
lepresentatives of the diffeient States of 
Rajputana The meetiags of the Council 
took place on the 21st and 22nd Mar^i 
1888, and weie piesided over by the 
Agent to the Govemoi-Geneial Ques- 
tions affecting the College finances, the 
system ' of teaching, levying of tuition 
fees, n umhei and duiation of holidays, and othei miscellaneous matteis were 
discussed The pioceedings of the Council have been duly fonvaided to Gov- 
ernment foi the approval of His Excellency the Viceioy 

A copy of the annual lepoit on the Mayo College is appended The 
number of boys on the College loll at the close of the yeai was 71 Theie 
weie 4i admissions to the College and 9 withdrawals The total leceipts 
dunng the year, including an opening balance of R6, 561-10-0, amounted to 
3137,809-11-0, and the total expenditure to R2G,526, the balance thus lemammg 
m the Ajmeie Tieasury at the close of the yeai being RIO, 783-7-1 

Education m Rajputana, generally, is piogiessmg fanly well Jaipui 
and Hlwar mamtam their position as the States which devote most attention 
to this subject Two students fiom the Hlwai High School went up foi the 
Entiance Examination of the Calcutta Hmveisity and both passed The 
States of Keiowli and Bikanir aie awakening to the need foi educational 
leforrn His Highness the Mahaiana’s school at Udaipur shows geneially 
good piogress 

Female education appears to he making hut little way except m Jaipui 
and Hlwai 


LOCAL CORPS 

The four local coips of Rajputana weie inspected dunng the yeai — the 
Eunpura Iiregulai Foice and the Meywai Bhil Ooips by Majoi-Geneial 
Stanley Edwaides, Commanding the Noithern Division of the Bombay Aimy, 
and the Deoli Inegular Eoice and the Meiwara Battalion by Bugadiei-Geneial 
H S. Andeison, Commanding the Nusseeiabad Bngade Both offieeis have 
been able to speak in high teims of the geneial efficiency of the legiments 
which they have inspected 

The lepoits on the musketry of the coips are also favouiable 
Repiesentative teams from the local corps weie sent to the Rajputana and 
Cential India Rifle Meeting held this yeai at Ajmeie - - 

The Deoli Ii regular Force and the Meiwaia Battalion took pait in. the 
Camp of Exeicise held at Nusseeiahad m Januaiy last 

The ordeis of the Government of India legal ding the withdiawal of pouch 
ammunition fiom the local coips in Rajputana have been carried out, and 
auangements made for its stoiage and issue when regained

SANITATION, VACCINATION, DISPENSARIES, AND JAILS h ^ 

SANITATION ^ *• 

Tn the Native States of Rajputana, as has been observed in previous yeais, 

tbe importance of vital statistics is not as yet fully recognized. Returns have,. 

* o 2 
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howcvei, been leccived fiom fire Slates and from eleven cities, and though the 
figuies given m many instances aie obviously far fiom conect, it is hoped that 
these statistics may yearly improve in accuiacv and completeness 

Increased attention has been paid to sanitation in the cities of.Taipui, 
Jodhpui, Ulwar, Bihann, and Kotali, and consideiablo sums have been 
expended m fui thei mg its promotion In Jaipur a consenancy tiurawaj has 
been laid down, and seveial otliei impoitant implements have been effected 
m the other ton ns mentioned Village sanitation has not, been lost sight of, 
but the piogiess made in this direction is veiy slow, the amount of vvoik done 
depending foi the most part on w hctliei the officials of tlio district lake a real 

intei est in sanitary mattcis 01 not.

VACCINATION 

The number o£ successful pumaiy vaccinations increased by 21 pci cent 
Tins increase, winch wxtli tluec exception^ occuxrcd in all the States and 
stations fiom Inch returns aie received, is most maihcd m Matwar, Jaipur, 
and Meywai The peicentagc of success (96) is the same as foi the piowous 
yeai, while the average number of poisons vaccinated by each vaccirmtot (1,150) 
is a little lngliei than in 1886 

The establishment, winch pieviou^ly numbered 131, was inci cased during 
the yeai to 157 memheis , 11 additional vaccinators weic employed m Marwar, 
6 m Meywar, 3 m Btkami, and 1 in each of the States of Tonk and Jhallawar 
The avciage cost of each successful case was 23 pie against 22 pie in 18SG, 
the rise m expenditure being due to the laigei staff engaged in the w oik Tlmly- 
six per cent of the cases operated on were seen either by the Supeuntcndents 
or by their Assistants, Ulwai heading the list with 72 per cent , and in addition 
to these the Supenntcndent Genoial inspected 2,530 cases The arrangement 
mentioned in the reports for 1885 and 1880, hv which many of the Mai war 
Thakuis sent men to he trained m the ait of vaccination, continues to piove a 
success, and a similar scheme commenced in Meywai promises well, though 

several difficulties icmain to he ovcicome

DISPENSABI.ES 

Five new dispensanes weie opened cluung the year, 2 in Bikamr, and 
1 m Meywai, Jaipui, and Kotah respectively, 1 was trnnsferied fiom Auadra 
to Abu Road, and the Not them India Salt Revenue Dispensary at Bhatki 
was closed The numbei of these institutions tlicicfoie lias nsen from S5 to 89 
including fom dispensaries belonging to the Noithetn India Salt Revenue 
Depaitment 

Tliakui Gobind Singli Bahadur with commendable liberality has built, 
and is now maintaining at Ins own expense, a hospital at Chomu (in Jaipur) 
The numbei of in-patients was more numerous by ncailv 9 pei cent and 
out-patients inci eased by 15 per cent Excluding the institutions opened and 
closed during the yeai, we find that m 10 States and 57 dispensanes an enhance- 
ment took place m the total number treated, while m 5 States aud 26 dispen- 
saries fewer people applied for medical aid than m the pievious yeai 

Malarial fevei was 5 pei cent moic frequent and 1 per cent less fatal 
than m 1886, 21 pei cent of the admissions and 9 pei‘ cent of the deaths being 
caused by this malady The fever cases in Jaipur and Uluai were ncaily 
double of those for the pievious yeai, the high pi ice of food and excessive 
rainfall exeicismg, as in 1879, a veiy unfavourable influence on the health of 
the people Boils, abscesses, and ulcers occasioned 16 pei cent of the sickness, 
which is 1 pei cent lowei,and 5 per cent of the mortality, which is 3 per cent 
highei than hi 1886 Respnatoiy diseases and hovel-complaint? each caused 
6 pei cent of the total number of cases against pei cent and 5 per cent 
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in the pievious yeai and 17 pei cent and 24 pei cent of deatli-iate, the latios 
foi 1886 being 17 pei cent and 22 per cent 

Ihe number of cholera cases recorded was 8,014, of which 4,176 pioved 
fatal The epidemic affected more oi less severely ten States and lasted from 
the Sid of May till the 9tli of November It attained its maximum m 
August, very giadually declined m Septembei, almost disappeaied, excepting 
fiom Ulwar, m Octobei, and in Jaipui alone Imgeied into Novembei The 
States visited by the disease weie Jaipur, Bhaitpui, IJhvai, Kerowli, Snolii, 
Dbolpur, Kotali, Mai wai, andShahpma. (Meywai) Of these Maiwai suffeied 
most seveiely, 3,632 seizures and 1,959 deaths being legisteied m this State 
Nine bundled and seventy-five mnjoi opeiations weie peiformed at tlie 
different dispensanes, of which 24 proved fatal, against 742 opeiations and 
29 deaths in 18S6 Opeiations on the eye lose fiom 138 to / 200 The lens was 
extiacted 61 times m the Jaipui State, and 35 times m Kotah-Jliallawai , 
29,263 minoi opeiations weie peiformed against 22,4.99 in the pievious yeai, 
an mciease of 30 pei cent ' 

The expendituie was gieatei by neailv 5 pei cent The increase occuned 
mainly undei the beads of Establishment, Medicines, and Diet, and was due to 
new dispensanes being opened and to the dearness of food Tlie aveiage cost 
of each case tieated, 53 pie, was 4 pie less than in 1886, while the aveiage 
expendituie on each diet, 19 pie, was lnghei by 2 pie than m the pievious 
yeai 

JAILS 

In tlie 13 jails fiom which i etui ns aie received the daily aveiage numbei 
of pusoneis was 3,632 against 3,405 in 1886 The total number of cases tieated 
m hospital and the aveiage daily sick w ere lowei by 5 pei cent and neaily 9 
pei cent lespectively, while the moitality lose fiom 34 to 38 pei thousand , 
exclusive ot choleia, which occasioned 17 deaths, the ratio was 34 per thousand, 
the same as foi 1886, the aveiage deatli-iate for the past five yeais is neaily 
38 pei mille 

Taking fiist the 9 jails in which the daily average numbei of pusoners 
exceeded one bundled, we find that in 7 of them the moitality was lnghei 
than in 1886 and notably so at Dholpui, Ulwaj, Jodhpui, and Jhaliapatan, 
wlieie it lose from 64, 28, 14, and 16 to S5, 50, 24, and 34 pei thousand, hut 
for clioleia the latios at Ulwai and Jodhpui would have been 32 and 18 At 
Ddaipni the death-iate fell fiom 82 to 45 per mille and would have been 
down to 30 per mille had an outbieak of cholera not occuned 

Theie aie four small jails in which the daily aveiage numbei of pusoneis 
aggiegated 291 In one of these (Snohi) theie was no fatal case, hut at Keiow- 
li and Tonk the moitality mounted fiom 22 and 0 to 99 and 31 pei thousand , 
at Shahpuia it declined fiom 20 to 19 The total numbei of deaths m these 
jails was m Shahpura 1, in Tonk 3, and m Keiowli 8, hut only 4 of these 8 
deaths took place from “ jail diseases ” 

A new jail is being built at Jaipur for the accommodation of 573 pn- 
soneis , it is intended chiefly for civil and c< under-tual ” pusoneis, and when 
completed the ciowdmg from which the old jail lias been suffenng for so long 
should cease to exist Effoits continue to he made with a fan amount of "success 
to improve the samtaiy condition of these pusons Ventilation has been 
mcieased m most of them, and ciowdmg has been lessened m otheis v ciowdmg 
however is the defect which it is most difficult to oveicome because the evils 
ansing fiom it aie not undei stood 

Malarial fevei and spleen” contributed 33 per cent and bowel-complaints 
24 per cent of the cases tieated, and 16 pei cent and 39 per cent respectively 
of the mortality was due to these maladies Deaths from lespnatoiy diseases 
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weie less fiequent by 10 per cent than in 1886 In the 6 jails affected by 
cholexa tbeie were m the aggregate 56 cases and 17 deaths, distributed as 
follows — 

Bhartpur 1 — 1 , Jaipur 1 — 0 , ICotah 1 — 0 , 

Udaipur 8 — 6, Jodhpui 23 — 3, Ulwar 22 — 7. 

At Jaipui the pnsoner attached was seized when engaged on extramural 
labour, the jarl lemainrng fieo fioru the disease tlnoughout the cpidemrc 

Thanhs are given to Suigeon-Majoi T II Ileudley for Ins excellent “all 
lound ” woik at Jaipur, to Suigeon-Major A Adams for the mannci m which 
he has piomoted vaccination and sanitation m Marwar, and to Svugcon Leahy 
for lus surgical activity dunng the five months ho was at Kotah-Jliallawai 

MEDICAL EDUCATION OP WOMEN 

UWAE 

The services of Miss Smith, the lady doctor, aro spoheu of m high terms 
Three girls fiom this State are being tiamed at the Agia Medical School at the 
expense of the Daibar 

JAIPUR 

During the past yeai two female medical pupils who are supported by 
the Darbar have continued at tue Agia School wheio they hare done, it is 
understood, fanly well The pnncipal nurse attached to the Mayo Hospital is 
often very usefully employed in the city. 

UDAIPUR 

Poui women aie being educated by Mis Lonergan, the lady doctor, for 
the Medical School, and when sufficiently advauced they will be sent to Agia 
by the Daibar The "Walter Hospital for women, a fine building, with ac- 
commodation foi 20 beds, will be opened during the present year 

KOTAH 

In commemoration of Her Majesty’s Jubilee the Council propose erecting 
a hospital foi women, and plans for the building aie now r under consideration 

As stated m the lepoit foi 18S6, the Council at Kotali and the Daibars 
of Bundi, Tonk, and Shahpuia irave each agieed to defiay the expenses of a 
female student at the Agia School Two women hare been studying at Shah- 
puia and three at Tonk to qualify tliemsehes for special education at Agia, 
and it is stated that the Tonk Daibai is about to apply foi a competent mid- 
wife The difficulty lies m obtaining the light soit of students, but this diffi- 
culty is being gradually oveicome, aud it is hoped that it may not be long 
befoie apphcations are leceived foi an mcieasmg number of eligible women.

MILITARY 

Owing to the piolnbition against the can ymg out of any hut essentially 
necessary woiks and those already in pi ogi ess, which cannot he postponed with- 
out injury to them, hut few ouginal woiks have been undei taken this year, and 
the outlay on petty woiks and lepans was also lestucted m consequence of 
these oiders 

During the lattei poition of the yeai undei repoit, all the military works 
under the contiol of the Cential India Agency were tiansfened to that of the 
Rajputana Agency, hut as foi the mam poition of the year those woiks were 
compused under the foimei admimstiation, they will' he tieated of m the 
annual lepoit of Public Woiks m tile Cential India Agency Piom the' 
cuiient yeai they will he included m the annual repoit for Rajputana 

At Nusseerahad, Ahu, Taraghur, Ajrneie, Deoli, Eunpuia, Kheiwara, and 
Kotia, no major woiks were earned out duung the year, the only major work 
being the consti uction of certain new loads in the Deesa Cantonment, which 
weie commenced and completed duiing the yeai at a cost of R7,159 The 
special repans to the European infantry hanacks and Patcliernes at Deesa, 
which weie nearly completed last yeai, were finished off this yeai 

CIVIL BUILDINGS 

Eor the same leasons as given undei head Military, no majoi civil build- 
ings weie earned out duung the year with the exception of the few shown 
below, and the expendituie was mostly limited to mmoi and petty woiks and 
lepans — 

1 The new Jaipiu Post Office was commenced and completed during 

the yeai undei the agency of the Rajputana-Malwa Railway at 

a total cost of R8,6I9 

2 The new banack and guaid-ioom foi the use of the detachment 

of the Meiwaia Battalion, detailed for the Salt Depaitment at 
1 Samhhar, was completed duung the yeai at a total cost of R4,173 

3 One new barrack in the Ajmeie Jail was finished duung the year, 

the total expenditure on it being R5,877 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Under this head the following were the major woiks m progiess during 
the yeai — 

1 Stone masoniy budge over the Banas nver neai the Abu load 

Railway Station 

2 Metalling poition m the plain oi the new Abu eait road 

3 Impiovmg poitions of load from Klieiwaia to Kotia 

The first woik, a budge over the uvei which cuts off Abu duung the lamy 
season from the Abu Road Station, is estimated to cost R97,885 , it ’was com- 
Inenced during the yeai and R23,278 have been spent on it This bridge con- 
sisting of 17 spans of 35 feet is being constructed at the joint expense of the 
Imperial Government and of the Native States whose mteiests are mostly con- 
cerned, both contributing half and half The work is now in good piogiess, 
and it is expected that the budge will be open for tiaffic befoie the lams of 
1888-89 commence 

The second woik is the continuation of the cart load from Abu fiom the 
foot of the hill to the Abu Road Station, which alieady existed as a kutcha 
road, but which was not sufficiently good duung the lams owing to the 
unavoidably low ground on which it is situated This work consisted of metalling

the bad poitions of the road , it was commenced and completed duung the year 
at a cost of 335,947. 

The thud woik is the road of which mention was made in the last annual 
repoit Its want was prominently brought to notice by Geneial Sn Robeit 
Phayre whilst on an official visit to Kherwara m the beginning of the yeai 1883 
The whole line was subsequently inspected and reported on fiom time to 
time by the officeis of the Public Works Department, and a new alignment for 
the i oad was prospected and estimated for, but as the total cost of this woik was 
found to be prohibitive, only a part of the woik could be undei taken, and woik 
was restucted to the alignment over the worst portion of the countiy, a distance 
of 21 miles out of a total length of about 61 miles of the road This modified 
and reduced work, estimated to cost 339,71!, was commenced and pioceeded with 
duiing the year and 337,551 were spent on it 

It was earned out under the direct supervision of the Superintendent, Hilly 
Tiacts, and Officer Commanding Meywai Bhil Coips at Kheiwaia. The 
improvements weie intended to facilitate mihtary movements as well as to 
facilitate communications geneially 

LOCAL AND CANTONMENT FUNDS WORKS 
Theie was only one woik of some importance, undei this head, carried out 
doling the yeai, viz , providing additional accommodation for the Nusseeiabad 
Bazai School Its estimated cost was 335,107, and the outlay incurred on it was 
334,289. The additions became necessary m consequence of the Government of 
India oideis amalgamating the Government School with the Mission School, 
which led to further accommodation being lequued for 250 additional pupils 
It was commenced in October 1S87 and finished m April 1888. 

MEYWAR OR UDAIPUR 

This State expended ovei five lakhs and twenty thousand lupees duung 
the yeai on public works, of which —

The road fiom Udaipur to Clntor has been put into very good ordei 
tlnoughout with the exception of 4 or 5 miles near Udaipur, which it is 
intended shall be repaired duung next lams. , 

The load fiom Udaipur to Kherwara has been lepaired tlnoughout the 
whole length, and a new road has been commenced from Eklingjee to Nath- 
dwaia , 

Seveial small tanks have been repaued, the waste weir of Pichola lake lias 
been extended, and some small new tanks weie completed oi m progiess or com- 
menced 

The Eai Samand Tank has this year, for the fust time, been utilized, irri- 
gating about 2,500 bighas, representing a yield of about 335,000 on an expendi- 
ture of 3313,000 or 38 per cent. Another small tank has also been similarly 
utilized, covenng 200 bighas, with a probable levenue of about 7 pei cent >

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Dispensanes have been builfe at Bhilwara and Kliardu and commenced at 
Jehazpui and Kapasm 

Schools have been completed at Bhilwara, Mandal, Pur, Nangauli, Rashmi, 
Dhmdoli, and Jharol and commenced at Kapasm.

The papers required for the announcement of the settlement in the four pargauns of the 
Girwa beyond the Debari Gate are now ready, and the settlement will accordingly be announced 
in these four parganas aggregating 29 villages immediately 

2 During the year a complete remodelling of the various parganas and zdlahs has been 
taken in band m accordance with a scheme proposed by my predecessor, Mr Wingate The 
object of tins remodelling was to facilitate revenue operations in geueral and particularly the 
supervision of the various revenue officials over the districts assigned to their charge Under 
the former system of the territorial distribution of the various villages for re\euue purposes it 
was found that many of the villages contained for revenue purposes within the limits of a 
ceitam pargana were at very long and inconvenient distances from the head-quarters of the 
same, if not geographically actually situated within the limits of another pargana The same 
remarks apply to the lelation of the vauous parganas to the head-qu alters of their lespective 
zillahs Fiom such an ariangement it is obvious that much confusion and unnecessary in- 
convenience must result both to the various re\enue officials m the performance of their duties 
and the exorcise of supervision required of them and to this office m the compilation of statis- 


>98 villages, 
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tics and geneial administration I have therefore remodelled the whole system of the territorial 
distribution of both villages and parganas tbioughout the State with the view that the zillah 
as defined upon the map of the State should repiesent a certain compact area of territory instead 
of as formerly patches of ground dotted about upon the map with no apparent regard to any 
system or older , while with regard to the parganas it has been endeavouied that the various 
villages contained within the limits of each should be contiguous to one another and ananged 
as far as possible round the revenue head-quarteis of each , the parganas themsehes being 
situited at a convenient distance from the head-quarteis of the zillah and having the villages 
distributed amongst them with a view to equalise as far as possible the labours of the revenue 
officials in charge of each I have however allowed the chief pargana of each zillah to be of 
larger proportion than the others from the consideration that owing to the presence of the 
Hakim m it the Naib Hakim would be able to exercise a greatei supervision 

3 Early m the yeir the internal boundaiy settlement office was placed under the direc- 
tion of this office, it having been found that its work had not been piogressing satisfactorily, 
as it was in an independent position I regret to state that but little lmpiovement has been 
visible in consequence, and I am strongly of opinion that unless the services of a Butish officei 
be secured to undei tale its management but little advance will be made in this very impoitant 
branch of revenue work upon the rapid prosecution of which the piogress of the settlement 
operations now mainly depends 

4 Undei the arrangement at present existing only about 146 cases have been decided in 
the course of six )eais, thus aveiaging a rate of about 24 cases per 3 ear At this rite it is 
estimated that it would take about five years to complete the demarcation of disputed boundanes 
between 1 balsa and jaghir villages alone, as regards that between jnghir villages which do 
not come within the sphere of settlement operation, no particulars aie forthcoming, but the cases 
of disputed boundaries me innumerable 

5 In the course of cold weather I made a complete tour of tne State, visiting the follow-

BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT 

29 Bugade-Surgeon J P Stratton, who was deputed in the month of 
Novembei 1887 to continue the demarcation of the boundaiy line m dispute 
between the States of Meywar and Tonk, has given the following information 
on this head 

The lists of boundary disputes leceived fiom Meywar and Tonk m October 
1887 compused altogether 57 cases Twelve of these were afterwaids struck out 
as having been alieady settled, oi from the villages being found actually notm 
contact, and 10 new cases were added, making the conect total 55 (subject to 
fuitlier amendment aftei 1st April 1888) 

Out of the whole cases, 31 aggiegating about 28 miles were settled up to 
the end of the official year on the 31st Maich 1888, and m all these instances 
the settlements veie, after more or less labour, effected either mutually oi by 
panchayet or by arbitration, so as to avoid further tiouble with them m tjjie way 
of appeal 
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la Apul 18S8 five moie cases, amounting to about 2 A- miles, have been 
disposed of, 2 of them mutually, and 3 by the Boundaiy Ofiicei’s decision 

Up to the end of Apnl, thus, 39 cases, involving 30 A miles of bolder, 
have been settled and some long and badly-disputed cases are still in hand 

The cases weie taken up continuously, i e , without selection, as they were 
found m each neighbourhood, and being the lesidue of seveial years’ boundary 
opeiations, they mcluded a good piopoition of mtncate disputes 

FOREST OPERATIONS 

30 There is little to lecoid under this head Tiee -planting is chiefly 
occupying the attention of the Foies t Officer, but nothing seems yet to have 
been accomplished m the way of putting a stop to the destiuction of foiesttiees 
by fiie Evei since the hot weatliei set in, the lulls aiound have been in a 

blaze and much damage must have been done to foiest timber

4 The year under nohce has been a very unfavourable one for crops, and the puce of 
all Linds of grain has been exceptionally high, as will be seen by the statement here given The 
Indian-corn crop, the staple food of the Bhilsin this pait of the country, was destroyed by 
exeessne ram in July and August, whilst last year's gram and opium crops were very much 
injured by the frost in February 1887 Nor is the prospect for the coming year much better 
The late labi ciop, especially m Pertahgarh, suffered severely from frost and bail m January 
and February, and the yield is said to be as ‘follows —opium 8 annas, linseed 14 annas,

This deficit of from seventeen to twenty thousand rupees has been noticeable in the 
accounts forseveial jears past, and the result is that debts to a considerable amount have been 
conti acted with the Local Trea&urei and with Government Owing to these embarrassments it 
lias been found impossible to introduce many reforms which are much needed and nothing has 
been done in the way of nngation, roads and other works of public utility, while education 
remains at a very low ebb. The Kamdar Jawala Peishad is, however, doing what he cm to 
improve the administration by degiees 

The market started at Danipipla at the beginning of last jear and mentioned m my last 
report is appaieutly flourishing crime amongst the Bhils is being more quickly detected and 
punished thau formerly, and a real effort has lately been made to reduce the expenditure as 
much as possible by are-adjustment between the public and private purse, winch latter is 
entirelj in the bauds of the Chief and is compaiativelj free from liabilities at present, bj an 
amalgamation of the Cuminal and Civil Courts undei one head, and by the exeicise of stricter 
economy m the miscellaneous expenses 

DOMESTIC OCCURRENCES 

9 One Ram died m August last Soon aftemaids the Malm Rawal was married to the 
daughter of a Sirdai m Guzerat The heir-appareufc and his two jounger brotheis were aLo 
married m September to the daughters of diffeient Tlnkuis of Guzerat 

THE FEUDATORIES 

10 The nobles of the State are apparently contented and have been giving less trouble 
than formerly Legitimate ordeis of the Darbar are now generally obeyed without demur, and 
the Bno of Garin has been particularly quiet and inoffensive This Sirdar is by fai the most 
powerful of the Banswaia Jeudatoiles and rules his laige territories satisfactorily He keeps 
Ins Bhils quiet, and he has lately established schools both at Garin itself and at Sliergarh 
at which I found a laige numbei of Bhil boys learning to read and wute 


THE BHILS AND THE EXTRADITION RULES BETWEEN BANSWARA AND 

PERTABGARH 

11 The Banswara Bhils aie giadually becoming better-behaved and the Extraditiou Rules 
have lately begun to work more satisfactory The lepoifc mentioned xn paragraph 20 of last 
year's lepoit was duly sent in, and the Agent to the Goveinoi-GeneraPs reply, to the effect that 
though no alterations were advisable m tlie letter of the rules as they stand, yet that certain 
modifications should be observed in workiug them, was communicated to both barbars and has 
bad a salutaiy effect Extradition is only to be exercised in the case of heinous offence^, such 
as murder and to dacoity, and then onlyaftei careful enquiry by the Assistant Political Agent 
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The Tlianadars on the border have lately been holding’ a Bordei Court at which about 100 cases 
lia\e been mutualh settled, and the lemamdei, some 65 iu number, will no doubt be disposed on 
my arrival on the scene iu the couise of a few days 

GOVERNMENT TRIBUTE 

IE The first instalment of S S RE5,000 foi the year 1887 has not yet been paid in 
owing to the embairassed condition of the Banswaia finances This subject is now uuder 
investigation 


PERTABGARH 

13 The administration of the Peifcabgaih State is still being satisfactorily earned on by 
Air Fram-jee Bliee Kajee 

In July last His Highness the Malm Rawal visited the Neemuch Cantonment and was 
received with all due honouis He lemamed theie six days 


THE FINANCES 

14 Accounts for theyeai ending 30th June 1886 have been received The revenue from 

all souices, including cash in hand and recoveiable outstanding balances of R26,E10 from 
the preceding year, amounted to S S RE, 97,505, and the expendituie to S S RE, 68,953, 
showing a surplus of RE8,552 RE7,949, however, of the latter amount lernain uncollected 

at the end of the year The revenue of: the previous year, inclusive of cash and outstanding 
balances of R10,4E7, amounted to S S RE,7E,188 There was therefoie an mciease m the 
revenue of the yeai undeL notice of R-i5,317 which was principally due (!) to pievious year’s 
balances, under which head there was an increase of R15,7S3, (E) to land revenue, which was 
increased by Rl,519 , and (3) to customs collections which brought m an extra sum of RIO, 000, 
under three separate heads, viz , R4,000 levied for repairs to the city walls and for sanitation, 
R3,000 on account of opium biokerage, and R3,000 on account of ceitam dues levied from offi- 
cials and religious institutions which were formerly exempt A sum of R73,084 was paid in 
liquidation of debts aud fresh liabilities to the extent of R3 6,481 were incurred during the 
year 

TRADE 

15 The total income derived from import, export, and tiansit dues dunng the Sambat 
year 1913 amounted to R39, 126-7-6 

JUDICIAL 

16 On the Criminal side E93 cases were brought up duung the year 1943 , of these E48 
were disposed of, leaving a balance of 45 eases pending enquiry 

On the Civil side E62 cases involving R1E,118 weie settled, leaving 165 casespending at 
the close of the year 

FOREST STUDENTS 

17 Of the two students originally sent to Dehra Dun for instruction in Foiestry, one was 
so pooily reported on and. showed so little aptitude and zealfoi the work that he was withdiawn 
during the couise of the yerr The othei has just finished his course and received a certificate, 
and it is hoped that the knowledge he has acquired will shortly he turned to some practical 
account The forests m Pei tabgarh, if properly managed and worked, should be a lruitful 
souice of revenue 


EDUCATION 

18 The school established last year is doing well and now numbeis 177 boys on its 
registers as against 158 shown last jeai 

KHUSHALGARH 

19 This small guaranteed Thakurate continues to be satisfactorily governed A post office 
and dispensary are much needed but have not yet been started

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ADMINISTRATION AND REVENUE OB KHUSHALGARH 

20 The total revenue during* the yeai amounted to 1101,363, including an opening balance 
of £1,538, as against 1157,603 returned the pievious year, and the expenditure to £00,788 as 
against £56,069 last year This increase of expenditure was owing to the family occmrcnces 
mentioned m the last paragraph 

The total number of cases disposed of by the Criminal Court during the yeai was 309, leav- 
ing a balance of 13 at the close of the yeai The number of civil cases disposed of was 113, 
involving £1,807-6-3, leaving a balance of 5 cases at the close of the year 

The daily attendance at the school is about 100 

The total income deuved from export, import, and transit dues during the year was 
£4,800 

BOBBER COURTS 

21 Border Courts have been held on all the boiders during the past 3 ear 

In December last, I met Colonel Temple, Political Snpountendent, Hilly Tiaets, Meywar, 
at Garin in Banswara, and disposed of 10 cases between Bauswara, Pertabgarh, and Dungar- 
pur An award of £203 was given ugaiust Banswara on the occasion 

In January a Boidei Court was held at Salu-ka-Pnt m Garin territory in conjunction 
with Mr Urquhart, ex-officio Assistant Political Agent, Rewa Kantha, 42 cases weio settled 
and £1,344 were awarded agatnst the various States concerned 

In the beginning of February I held a Border Court at Khandu under Banswara and 
settled 21 cases between Banswara aud Khuslnlgath An award of R201 was given on the 
occasion 

At the end of the same month, I attended a Border Court atBajna in Rutlam, where I 
met Colonel Buller, Political Agent, Western Main a, and wc disposed of 72 cases between the 
States under this and the Western Malwa Ageuctes An award of £388-8 was decreed It 
was found on this occasion that the feeling between the officials, and consequent!) also between 
the Bhils of Khnshalgaili and Rutlam, were unusually strained and tint tins enmity was the cause 
of endless complaints and disturbances The Political Officers therefore took this opportunity of 
assembling all the officials and Bhils together and of warning them that serious notice would 
m futuie be taken of disturbances arising out of purely personal feelings of this nature, and 
that they must make an effort to work moie amicably together and settle as many cases as 
possible amongst themselves 

Finally on the 25th March, I held a Boidei Couit at Danawad and disposed of 37 cases 
between Meywai and the States under this charge, and a sum of £575 was decreed 

BOUNDARY DISPUTES 

22 The boundary formerly under dispute between Kliushalgaih and Rutlam was inspected 
by Colonel Bullei and myself in February last, and we found that all the pillars on the bolder 
settled by Captain Evans Goidon in Jauuary 1885 had at last been erected The small poition 
that still lemained undefined has, I lieai, just been taken m band by the Central India Bound- 
ary Settlement Officer, aud on the completion of the pilhrs in this district it ib hoped that the 
principal cause for the bad feeling between Rutlam and Kliushalgaih will be finally removed 

Of the other boundaiy disputes mentioned in paragraph 29 of last 3 ear's lepoit none 
have as yet been taken in band One between Pertabgarh and Meyw ? ai is beginning to give a 
good deal of trouble, and it has now been decided to appoint au Amin to prevent further 
disturbances until a settlement has been effected.

Prices have been unusually high throughout the jeai, and much suffering was expenenced 
by the poorer classes, especially those living on fixed salaries, such as State sepoys aud seivmg- 
men In Apnl and May au idea was prevalent among the giain-dealers that stocks had been 
undid) depleted by exports to Europe, and prices were rapidly raised in eveiy district In 
Bundi prices were kept down by the prohibition of export of grain giown in the State In 
Tonk the lateness of the rains necessitated woik simultaneously on the khanf haivest and on 
rabi ploughing, at a time when laboui was difficult to procure owing to the prevalence of fever 
!No assistance could therefore be given by opening lelief works, and the buunias took advan- 
tage of the circumstance to enhance puces unfauly in October The difficulty was met by the 
State retailing giam at a lowei price than that\julmg in the Bazai to all State seivants m 
the receipt of pay at low rates This kept prices sk until the ]owar came into the market 

and hioke up the combination among tbe buunias ^balipuia tbe Raj stoies weie opened 

to supply food at low rates, and seed coin to cultivators ^ce tbe end of Maicb prices have 
improved gieatly - \

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Only one dakaitt occurred in which property amounting to R 3,010 was earned off. The 
dakaits were not apprehended The additional Police anangements mentioned last yeat are 
wot king well 

, In November capital punishment by hanging was inflicted in a case of murdew Civil and 
Cummal Procedure Codes fox the State are in couisc of prepaiation 

EDUCATION 

There were 208 boys on the roll of the school at the capital dm mg the year Three of the 
distucb schools were closed duiing the 3 ear owing to the paucity of pupils A new head 
master has been procured for the Buudi School. 

PUBLIC WORKS 

A causeway over the Mangh Nadi has been completed during the yeai under the superin- 
tendence of AI 1 Miles, Executive Engineer, Kotah-Jhallawar All the laigei streams thateioss 
the great Harowti road aie now no longer impediments to tnffic during the mins, but further 
woik is still icquired to secure the Mej Nadt causeway which was somewhat damaged by the 
hta\\ floods of last 3 ear As soon as this has been done the woiL on the smallei streams will 
be undertaken 

Fifteen chokis and three serais, not counting the special one elected for tlie Jubilee, have 
been consti acted for the accommodation of travellers along the mam Harowti road at a cost 
of R6,786 Others aie in comse of completion 

The pay of the new overseer has been raised to R50, and he appears to he giving satis- 
faction, 

FINANCES 

The financial statement for the 3eai will be found in Appendix B 

THE KAPRAN CHIEF 

The attitude of the Kapran Chief has been unsatisfactoiy His aim is to assume a position 
of independence in all mattcis bc3ond the pa3 ment of tribute He has attempted to levy cus- 
toms on his own account, to adopt insignia and exercise jurisdiction as a separate Chiefship, and 
to exclude Bundi coinage fiom Ins estate In January I visited Kapran, and told him that if 
he lefused any longer to settle the claims on^tdie estate, many of which have been m existence 
for some 3 ears, the Darhar would he foiced to take measuies to procuie a settlement In 
spite of this he lefused to attend on the Daibar when summoned to Keshaiai Patan The 
Daibar has consequent^ attached the Kapran village of Deikhera, which has had the desned 
effect of making the Chief attend at Buudi, and a settlement of the claims against Kapran is 
now m piogiess The possession of the fort of Ratooda on the Chumbul, which is supposed 
to be impregnable, has a good deal to do with the attitude of successive Chiefs of Kapran 
towards the Darbai When I visited the foit iu Januaiy an attempt was made to pievent any 
Motamid of Bundi from accompanjing me 

BOUNDARY SETTLEMENT. 

An old dispute between Sunthali of Bundi and Sangiampore of Oniaia, which threatened 
to become troublesome, was decided by Mi Elias m favorn of the latter The decision has been 
appealed against 

The demarcation of the Bundi-Meywar bolder which has been proceeding foi two years is 
still incomplete This boundaiy which runs through lnlly forest gioundfor the whole distance 
was laid down b) the Surve3 f Department iu 1851 The pillars were however placed so far 
apaifc that encroachments have taken place between them The maps furnished by the Sun ey 
Department are iu possession of Bundi, but the Me3 wai copy cannot be found The Motamids 
emploj^ed on both sides not being trained suiveyois the wank is letarded 

A dispute as to lights of wood cutting has niisen between Bundi and Anterda (Kotn of 
Kotah) within the last few months The Anterda Chief has till now been on the most friendly 
terms with the Bundi Darbar, and when the dispute first arose the Mahanao Raja expiessed 
Ins belief that he could settle the matter with Anterda amicably if no intervention by the Ko- 1 
tab officials took place In Januarj , Sjed Jafaar Ilossaiu of Kotah visited Anteida, and a 
Bundi Motamid was deputed to meet him, but no meeting took place owing apparently to some 
inisrepr esentatio u s by pexsons desirous of preventing it The dispute has now become aggra- 
vated 

LAND REVENUE ADMINISTRATION 

The following notes on land levenue administration m Bundi were compiled duiing my 
tour in the State last winter w *

His Highness’s health has not been good during the y eai In No\ ombci lie was prostrated 
by seveio illness winch for some timo occasioned much anxiety, One son and one daughter 
were born to His Highness dm mg the year 

In consequence of ill-health His Highness was obliged to abandon the mtcnlton of making 
a prolonged tour through the Mala a Parganas of the State ns had boon projected 

In February His Highness addressed a khanta to IIis Excellency the Viceroy, placing at 
the disposal of the Go\crnment of India his army and all the resources of his State, together 
with the swords of himself and his kinsmen for the defence of the North-West frontier against 
Itussiau aggression 

GENERAL HEALTH 

The general health of the people was good except in Sironj, where 193 deaths occurred from 
cholera 


RAINFALL AND CROPS 

The rainfall at Tonk was exccssne, and much damage was done by tanks bursting In 
the other parganas tbe rainfall was above the average In Tonk, Alighur, and Nmibahera 
the khanf ciop was below the average, in Sironj good, and in Pirawa and Cimbrv excellent 
The rabi rn Tonk, Ahghui, and Sironj was good, m Pirauaand Cbabra excellent, nudm Nimba- 
liera there has been a bumper harvest Considerable damage was done by bail in February rn 
some localities, especially in tbe Tonk Pargana 

BOUNDARY DISPUTES 

Di Stiatton Ins been at work on the numerous disputes between Nimbahoia and Mey war 
since Novembei, and has succeeded rn settling a great number of cases 

All Elias settled three disputes with Jaipur rn the Tonk Pargana 

Captain Money has been at work on cases between Cimbra and Gwalior, and Captain Butts 
was appointed at the end of March ou the Sironj-Gwahoi border 

EXCHANGE OF VILLAGES 

Nothing further has been done concerning tho exchange of villages between Maxoodan- 
gurh and Sironj The exchange of the village of Kassode has been taken up, and negotiations 
with the Indore Daibai are now m progress# 

JUDICIAL 

The judicial work has gieatly improved during the year, and the workihg of the MunsifFs 
Couits in the paigauas give satisfaction Several Acts of a useful nature relating to the 
working of civil suits have been passed during the year, and tbe powers of each Cm] Couit 
have been defined Hitherto tho Sbira Shanf Court, oi Comb foi administering the Shariat 
1 iw, had been exempt fiom all supervision , it disposed both of civil and criminal suits and both 
Hindus and Mahomedans were amenable to it. It has now been placed under the supervision 
of the head of the Judicial Depaitment, and its cml poweis have been restricted to cases that 
cannot be dealt with by oidmary Courts Its criminal powers ns yet Ime not been touched 
The Couit has a bad reputation, 2,131 cumiunl and 2,235 civil cases weie instituted in all 
the Courts of the State duuug the year. 
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CHIME AND POLICE 

Five dakaiti cases were repented duung thejeai in which property to the amount o£ 
11640-12-0, besides weaung appai el and aims, was plundered No lives weie lost, but five per- 
sons were wounded All the cases occuned since Novembei, tin oe m Sironj, one in Pnawa, and 
one in Tonk Two of the Suon] cases weie eenous from the laige number of daLaits concerned 
lg each case, though the amount of propei by taken was not large In the Tonk case the daLaits 
were apprehended Capital punishment by beheading was inflicted in one instance for muidei 

Measures have been instituted for the creation of a proper police foice, but are not yet 
sufficiently advanced for a detailed repoit Salnbzada Mahomed Khan lias been appointed to 
the bead of it, he has visited every pait of the State duung the cold weather, and his pioposals 
are now undei consideiation The NizamiO, organization which was completely inefficient as a 
force will be bioken up, and the efficient paits of it wall be absorbed into the new police 

JAIL 

The new jail is well-managed by the Cuminal Judge, Salnbzada Abdul Rahim Khan, 
brother to His Highness the Nawab, and will now compare favouiably with the jail of any 
Nntne State in Itajputana The following statement shows the numbei of prisoners m the 
new jail at the close of the year —

Under the new management the receipts exceeded the estimate by 3531, 86<t A new 
tanff has been mtiodueed in the TonL Paigana, abolishing export and tiansit duties on all 
hut fire 01 six articles, and retaining only 33 at tides subject to impoit duties Tlie duties 
thus 1 emitted show an estimated loss to the State of 5520,000 on the ai tides no longei liable, 
hut the good lesults of the change aie alieady appaient in the enhanced leceipts on ai tides 
still liable to duty, and the loss will ptobably not exceed 5512,000 1 It will piobably take four 
or five yeais to bung the tauff into pioper oidei,as the State cannot affoid to undergo the loss 
that must fiist ensue on 1 elm quisling all duties that require modificatiou The tauffs m other 
pargauas aie now under consideration 

REVENUE SURVEY AND SETTLEMENT 

The woik is making srtisfactory pi ogress under Captain Peais, the suivey of Nimhahera 
and Pnawa Puiganas is complete, and opeiations aie now going on in Chabra No attempt 
Ins yet beeii made at settlement woik, but m another month a three yeais’ suramaiy settlement 
will he undertaken oy Captun Pears m Pirawa, where all the leases have fallen m

The Council is both consultative aud executive, and acts as a Couit of Appeal The woik 
peifoimed by the Council during the last 12 months has been extiemely good His Highness 
the Nawab has learnt to feel confidence m it, and it has also gamed the confidence of the people 
I cannot speak too highly of the way iu which the Council has done its woik It has been a 
good deal hampered in dealing with cm rent work by the amount of auears that had accumu- 
lated, but these have now nearly all been disposed of Several useful Acts and Regulations for 
the use of State officials have been issued, viz , a Stamp Act, a Court fees Act, a Registration 
Act, an Act defimug the powers of Civil Courts, a Statute of Limitations, Jail Rules, Leave 
Rules aud Customs Regulations, and Rules for the management of the debts of Members of the 
Kbaud an 

KHANDAN DEBTS 

The indebtedness of many of the Khandans had leached such a pitch as to be a senous 
drawback to the prosperity of the State, aud m September list it became necessary to deal with 
it The custom had grown up of piocuung loans undei parwanas from the Daibar and from 
the Prime Minister Though these paiwanas did not constitute a guainntee of the debt, the 
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Diilm was to some extent pledged to assist in recovering payment In man} cases debts had 
been so recklessly contacted at a High late of mteiest as to render repayment hopeless A set 
of axles Oveie dnmi up undei which owueis of enCumbeied estates applying for lehef can 
obtain State aid in compounding with then creditorsundei ceitain stimgent conditions, the prin- 
cipal one being that the State shall leceive all revenues of the encumbeied estate until the debts 
aie liquidated Two of the family hare applied foi lelief undei these lules, and a third has 
compnlsonly been placed under them The scheme so fai promises to work well and has had an 
rnduect result in making both dcbtois and cieditois who hive not come under the rules moie 
ready to come to terms with each other ▼ 


GENERAL, 

The death of the political prisoner Hakim Suiwai, was repotted fiom Clmnar m March* 

The anangements foi Mecca pdgums made by Messis .Cook and Sons have induced a far 
laigei numbei to go this yeai than hueevei gone rn pievious }eais The usual number is 
undei 50 Since 1st March 237 have aheady staited and others are piepaung to go They 
took with them upwards of 1150,000 in cash 

FINANCES, 

The estimates for the yeni F 1294? ending 31st August 1887 provided for a surplus of 
R2,S2,871 on the cuirent expenditure The accounts show an actual sinplus of 113,22,606 , of 
this R2,47,075 has been devoted to liquidation of debts, and the remamdei has gone to raise 
the tieasury balance fiom 115,120 to R80,G49 As lias already been stited in vanous repoHs, 
there existed no real State treasury befoie this yeai, the whole of the State revenues being 
made over as soon as redded to the bankeis who aie the prmcipil cieditois of the State, Expe- 
nenee has shown that a cash balance of not less than R 1, 50, 000 is requited at the close of the 
financial }ear to cauy on the administration without lecouise to temponiy loans The re-pay- 
ments of debts out of cash balances weie therefore laigei to the extent of some R70,Q00 than 
the tieasar) could afford As it is expedient that the State should be fiee from the liability of 
having tempornr} recourse to monej -lenders uheuever the cash balance runs low, it is proposed 
to borrow auung the present } ear a sufficient sum estimated at R30,000, to bring the cash 
balance on 31st August 1888 up to the reqnned minimum of 111,50,000 since the year's 
estimates piovide for a closing balance of Rl,20,831 only In addition to tins it is proposed 
to borrow sufficient to pa} ofF small creditors, whose claims beai intei est at abighei rate than that 
at u Inch money can be boi row td, oi w ho aie w lllmg to compound on fei ms favourable to the State 
The sum thus required will be about R70,000 So that it is contemplated to bonow altogether 
about one lakh more This, it is calculated, will place the accounts on a secure basis The loan 
will not be completed till the close of the financial } ear, 31st August 1888, when the cash 
balance is known The accounts foi F 1294 and estimates foi F 1295 aie given m Appendix C 

DEBTS 

The debts of the State amounted to R15,59,500 on 31st August 1886 On 31st August 
18S7, they were reduced to 1112,52,773, and it is estimated tint on 31st August 1888 they will 
be reduced to a little over R12, 00,000, including the sum to be boi rowed tins yeai as above 
stated, for the pm pose of laismg the cash balance to a sum sufficient to lendei the treasuiy 
independent ot temporal y loans Starting from this point it is estimated that the State can 
affoid to assign one lakh md a half annually in future to the liquid ition of debt and pa} ment 
of mteiest Only when the cash bal ince exceeds RI,50,000 at the close of the financial yeai 
will it be ^fe to inci ease the rate of liquidation, Foi the next thiee }ears no attempt to 
increase this late of pi} ment appears advisible

GENERAL REMARKS / 

The Chiefslnp has prospered duimg the yeai Theie have bee/ io changes of importance

In November the favounte Rim of 'the Chief, a sistei of Lhe Chief of M ixood inguili in 
Central India, died aftei a piotracted illness She leaves two sons and two daughters suiwv- 
mg llei death was the cause of gcneial mourning m Shahpura where die was much 
esteemed In hei memoiy the Chief lias elected a Dhuimsaha foi travellers at a cost oi 
R5,000, and an equal sum has been assigned to purohase land is a chnntablo endowment foi 
giving food to pool stiangers Land has also been allotted to mini tarn the Dhurmsah An 
institute for orphans in Shnhpun is also being foimed 
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His Highness the Maharaja of Kishenguih paid a visit o£ condolence to Slialipura in 
November , 

In September the Eajadhunj visited Udaipur on the occasion of the Dassera, and lemained 
there a month 

In Jnmruy the Eajadlnnj visited the Camp of Exeicise at Rupalieli, and was much 
gratified at his reception by His Eoyal Highness the Duke of Connaught 

The Kamdai continues to do his woik well He is energetic and haid working Undei 
his management the Chiefship has become most flouushing The Ilajadhiraj has notified his 
intention of raising the Kamdar's pay 

During November and December I made a prolonged torn in Shabpura and Kachola and 
satisfied myself of the piosporous condition of the people Under the wise airangement o£ 
spending yearly a fixed sum in the constiuetion of tanks, the Phoohya Pargana will soon he 
one of the best protected districts against famine in ltajputana "With the exception of the 
agitatois mentioned in last yeai 5 s repoit the complaints of cultivatois have entirely ceased The 
chief method employed to disturb the people was to make them believe that the standaid jarib 
had been shoitened — a statement for which there does not appear to have been the slightest 
foundation 

The Jagirdars aie still refiactoiy on the question of w Chakn, w and have shown signs of 
combining to lesist tbe just demands of the Ha] Dining the long minority of the Chief the 
Chain prescnbed in their sauads was not enfoiced, and advantage is being taken of this to 
complain that the Chief is makiug abnormal demands on them Every Jagndai, however, who 
has complained to me has so far declined to pioduce the sanad by which the tmtli or falsehood 
of his contention would be pioved 

Two Jngudais have also given trouble by illegally assuming judicial powers in. their 
Jagns and inflicting fines and imprisonment without peimission of the Rajadhnaj 


RAINFALL AND CHOPS 

The rainfall was above the average But as the monsoon did not set in till late, tanks 
were insufficiently filled in the beginning Paddy-sownugs w r ere consequently restncted, while 
Indian-corn and cotton were injured by tbe heavy and continuous ram that fell in July and 
August The loss thus caused was m some instances balanced by tbe jowai and til crops 
which weie sown extensive^ and which yielded a good outturn The rabi ciops, with the 
exception of opium, which was damaged to some extent by hail storms in Februaiy and March, 
weie excellent and jielded an outturn above the average 

Seven thousand three hundred and seventy-four biglias of new land weie bioughfc under 
cultivation duung the year, while 2,210 bighas of oldlind weie abandoned The result of this 
has secured to the State a net increase of R8,289 

Owing to the paitial failuie of the Indian coin and the high puces prevailing since 
Octobei, the Kaj libei ally assisted the cultivators with giam both foi seed and for then sub- 
sistence v 


HEALTH 

The geneial health was good during the year In September 10 cases of choleia occurred 
at the capital, of which 3 proved fatal* Small-pox appeared m the districts but did not assume 
the foim of an epidemic*

The estimate of receipts was placed 4 at a low figuie, as the district has not yet recovered 
from the effect of the excessively low puces of agricultural produce which pievailed for some 
years, hut if the present favourable rates continue, the receipts from land revenue will doubtless 
return gradually to their normal level 

COURTS 

4 The Civil, Criminal, and Appellate Couits weie presided over by the same officials as last 
year The work was on the whole performed in a satisfactory way and does not call for any 
special remaiLs I inspected a number of files in the Nazims* Courts when on tour m the 
district and found some improvements since last year, as the work had generally been 
disposed of more expeditiously than was previously the c"se 

POLICE 

5 The statement in the margin of offences committed during the year 1887-88 shows a

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CRIMINAL CASES 

7 Prom the statement annexed it will be seen that only six cases were left undecided at the 
end of the last year and that 1,287 new cases have since come before the Courts m place of 
1,327 new cases in the previous year, of the 1,298 cases 1,283 were disposed of, leaving a balance 
of 10 , of 1,025 persons arrested 614 were convicted — a somewhat better peicentage than last 
year, and out of 523,118-9-11 woith of pioperty stolen only 53,845-7-0 worth was recovered 

CIVII* CASES 

8 The returns from the Civil Courts show 111 cases pending at the beginning of the year 
and 702 instituted during the year in place of 683 in the previous yeai , 733 have been dispos- 
ed of, leaving 80 still to be dealt with, 116 execution of decree cases were pending on 31st 
March 1887, and 538 applications for executions have since been filed, 528 have been disposed 
of and 126 are still on the roll 

JAIL 

9. The Kotah Jail, as previously reporW, is managed by theDaroga MadhoPershad under 
the superintendence of Syud Jaafar Husem and maintains its good character as a very credit- 
able institution of tlie Kotah State The health of the prisoneis was good The total number 
was 407 in 1887-88 as compaied with 494 in the pievious year The daily average of sentenc- 
ed and under trial prisoners was 208 16 and 34 respectively as compared with 230 47 and 1 44 
m the previous yeai, the death-rate being 24 02 against 13 01 per thousand m 1886-87 It is 
satisfactory to note that although cboleia was for a time prevalent m the suburb of Nyapuia 
near the jail, only one case occuired at the jail m the person of a female prisoner who recovei- 
ed from the attack 

STUD STABLES 

10 The stud stables continue to he caiefully; looked after, and improved arrangements have 
been made for the feeding of the mares and young stock as recommended by Mx J B Hallen, 
the Supenntendent of Hoise-Bieedmg Operations m India, wbo inspected tbe stud during tbe 
cold season An additional Aiab stallion has been added to tbe stables since last leport, tbe 
stud now consists of 4 stallions, 35 brood mares, of wbicb 19 are walers and 16 couutry-breds* 
and 44 foals, 15 of tbe young stock over 3 yeais old have been diafted into the State stables 
foL training, during the yeai 7 colts and 11 fillies were dropped and 1 colt and 3 fillies died , 
the maintenance charges for the year amounted to 56,465-2 The increased cost was due to the 
exceptionally high puce of giam 

EDUCATION 

11 In addition to the eight district schools already established two new ones have been 
opened during the year The daily average attendance at the schools, including that at the 
Kotah City School, was 721 

MEDICAL INSTITUTION 

12 Surgeon A W D Leahy held medical charge of the Kotah and Jhallnwar Agencies 
until 17th May 1887, when he was appointed Residency Surgeon at Bagdad He was replaced 
by Surgeon R Shore who assumed charge of his duty on 4th Septembei 1887 and was relieved 
by Dr J Crofts, tbe latter lesuming his substantive appointment on 3rd Jammy 1888 
Three thousand four hundred and sixty-six childien were vaccinated during tbe cold season 

ltli a percentage of successful cases of 96 01 at the cost of one anna and one pie pel head 
No new dispensary was opened during the yeai 

HEALTH 

13 The general health of the people m the city of Kotah and the district has been good 
during tbe 3 ear, except in August last, when cholera prevailed for a time m one of the suburbs 
The disease appears to have arisen from the use of bad and mouldy grain, which was bLought 
out from old grain pits foi sde owing to the high puces prevailing at that time , immediate 
measures were however taken to search out and destroy the damaged gram and the outbreak 
of cboleia did not spread and soon died out The sanitary arrangements of the Kotah City 
are now carried out in a very eatisf ictorjr way under the supervision of Chobey Raghunath 
Das, Vice-Pi esident of the Mumoipal Committee, as noted in last yeai's report 

THE K0TEIS 

INDERGARH 

14 The young Maharaja Sher Singlx has continued at the Mayo College during the jear 
He appears to he making fair progress with his studies, he was unfortunately attacked with 
tvpboid fever during tbe cold season and had to return to his nome to recruit his health before 
the conclusion of the term 

The puncipal affairs of the Kotri have, I am glad to saj , improved under the new Kamdar 
and steady progress will, I hope, now be made m the liquidation of the debts 

KHATOLt 

Tbe Chief ox ibis Kotn, Maharaja Bhanon Singh, died on' the 12th February last at the 
advanced age of 82 yea-s He has been succeeded by his eldest son Bhopal Singh, a man of 
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nnture age, who seems likely to manage the affairs of the Kotn with eare and intelligence 
The death o£ the old Chief has put an end to the many difficulties which Ind arisen owing to the 
enmity which he display edtowaids his eldest son as detailed m myieport for last ytai, and it will 
take many years to liquidate the debts and place the revenues of the estate on a proper footing 

, bijlwun. 

I regret that I am unahle to lepoit favourably of this Kotn The many warnings given to 
the Chief appear to he of no avail, and it seems probable that I shall have to submit a special 
report to you shortly in view of the estate being placed under management 

GAINTA 

Maharaja Madho Singh, the Chief of this Kotn, has now left the Mayo College as he is 
nearly 2-0 years of age He is a young man of intelligence and good disposition, audit is proposed 
to place him in power shortly, under certain conditions, to ensure the liquidation of the small 
balance of the debt which was in cm red at the time of his marriage 

I have nothing special to leport in legard to the lemaimng Kotns 

MAYO COLLEGE 

15 There weie seven hoys from the Kotah State at the Mayo College during the yeai, 
being the same number as m the previous jear R2,682 were sanctioned to complete the 
additions and improvements under constiuction at the Kotah Boarding-House 

RAINFLAL AND CROPS 

16 The rainfall was exceptionally heavy, being 39 46 inches as eompated with 31 inches 
in the previous y ear The continual heavy fall in July, August, and September injured the hharif 
crop, jowar and cotton having specially suffered 

There was also much cloudy weather and frequent showers during the cold season wdneb, 
although benefiting the rnbi crops generally, did harm to the opium, and at the end of Febiu- 
nry there were violent hailstorms which caused very serious damage in parts of the district and 
completely destroyed the crops in places 

IRRIGATION 

17 TJnder this head I have to record tho commencement of a new work of importance, to 
he called the Ramgath canal The supply of water will be obtained fiom a perenrial stream which 
rises m tho high ground above Shahabad and runs through a wild and uncultivated tract 
in the eastern poition of the State 

The result of the surveys shows that this stream can be turned, at a comparatively small cost, 
.over a large open plain m the neighbourhood of Ramgarh, which at present suffeis from want 
of water, the soil is also generally of a light sandy nature and suitable foi irrigation, so 
that the scheme promises well 

The demand for water from the Parbati canal increases slowly but steadily 

The EUera tank may be consideied a successful woik as most of the cultivable land below 
it has been taken up 

The old irrigation ducts from tho Andhcri river m the Shergarh Nizamat are being 
extended for rice cultivation and are likely to prove piofitable works 

POREST CONSERVANCY 

IS I have not anything of special interest to repoit under this head, hut the woik of geneial 
conservancy of the forests continues to be carried out under Babu Sahib Roy, the Superintend- 
ent of the Department Some progress lias also been made in extending the system of fire lines 
for the protection of the forests, and I hope that something may now be done every year in the 
way of planting local timber tiees of good kinds in favourable situations 

POLITICAL AGENT’S TOUR 

19 Leaving Kotah on the 24th November 1887, 1 marched through the Anta, Barau, Kun- 
jor, and Sangod Nizamats and returned to Kotah on 10th December I again proceeded into 
Camp on 15th December, visiting the Kunwas and Klianpur Nizamats, and leached Jbaliapaton 
on 22nd idem, whence I accompanied the Agentto the Governoi -General to Kotah I again set 
out on 7tb January 1888, and marched through the Nizamats of Digod, Baiod, Etawab, Mangrole, 
Kishengunj, Shergarh, Klianpur, and Taruj and to Jhalrapatan whence I visited the adjacent 
Kotah forests and returned to Kotah via Gngrone and Narainpura on tho 27th February 
1888 My tour therefore extended over 83 day's in tho distiicfc and I visited 13 out of the 15 
Nizamats 

GENERAL REMARKS 

20, There were no events of impoitance to tecord during the year I regret to say that His 
Highness the Maharao again suffeied muchfiom fever and cough during the cold season His 
Highness is now in fairly good health, hut is much wanting m strength

In consequence of this very heavy fall, many parts of the countiy were flooded , the 
maLka crop was a very pooi one and the jowar crop was on the Whole well below average. 

Owing to unsuitable weather the opium ciop has hardly reached the aveiage, but the 
wheat ciop is an unusually good one 


THE ADMINISTRATION 

3 As the result of the unfortunate and disappointing cncumstances which Lave formed 
the subject of special icpoits, the administration, m Septembei last, passed fiom the hands of 
His Highness Maharaj Kana Zalim Smgh to the eaie of the Political Agent as Superintendent 
aided by a Council 

HIS HIGHNESS THE MAHARAJ RANA 

4 Allowances coinciding with those which IIis Highness had formerly fixed for himself 
have been gianted to him and suitable establishments placed at his disposal, but as regaids 
the lattei. His Highness piefers, at picsent, to draw on the establishments kept up by the 
State as occasion icquires 

His Highness whose health has been indifferent for some time is now more robust, but 
has shown no desire to jaavel or seek change of an and scene as was his previous habit 


THE COUNCIL 

5 The Council existing at the time of change of the administration was unfit for its 
position of trust owing +o the unworthmess (f oi various masons) of three of its Members, 
namely, Tlnkui Bijai Singh, Munshi Mitbi Lall, and Chobey Gauga Peishad It had 
theiefore to he leeonstituted by the dismissal of the thiee Councillor and the appointment to 
two of the vacancies of those old, expel lenced, and trusted officials, Hakim Saadat Ahmad 
and Dhabai Ilai Lall 

The Council now consists of Apji Nnrpat Smgh, Maharaja Balbadhra Singh, Dhabai Sheo 
I3ux, Hakim Saadat Ahmad, and Dhabai Har Lall, and is the most useful and lehable one 
the State has seen within my experience. Its Members have alieady alfoided much valuable 
aid in the conduct of affaus 

FINANCES 

6 Accompanying this repoit is a compaiative statement showing the estimated and actual 
receipts and disbuisements foi the yeai 1886-87, and estimates of the income and expenditure 
for the present yeai 1887-88 and foi the coming year 1888-89 

7 Fiom the compaiative statement it appeals that the revenue of the State has fallen by 
about half a lakh below the smallest collections made duung the mmonty 

The expenditme includes an extraouhnaiy disbuisement on account of His Highness the 
Maharaj Rana's marriage expenses at Kisbenguih amounting to R 1,86,000 The ordmaiy 
expendituie Ins howevei been so adjusted that after defraying all extraordinary calls the yeai 
closed with a balance m the Tieasury of 315,88,662, a sum somewhat m excess of the balance 
handed ovei at the end of the minority. ' ^ 

This so fai satisfactoiy position has howevor, I regiet to say, been purchased, in a great 
mensuie, at the expense of the efficiency of the admimstiation and by hardship to very mauy 
individuals 

8 The estimate for the present yeai (1887-88) was onginally framed by the Daibar 
undei His Highness's orders It provided for an oidmary income of R14,51,0G2 and an 
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ordinary expenditure of 511,37,592, leaving n margin of 53,13,510 after calculating on a cash 
balance of 55,90,000 

It was necessary to generally accept this estimate, but extra sums have had to be provided 
for the Commissariat and Public Works owing to the great rise iu prices of giain and for the 
purpose of placing a leasonabie sum at tlio Executive Engineer's disposal The revised 
estimate provides a margin of 51,95,143 

9* The estimate for bnmbat 1945 or 1888-89 is based on that for the present y car and 
calculates on an ordinary income of 514,33,047 and nn ordinary expenditure of 512,02,754, 
leaving 51,70,292 to meet extraordinary disbursements and a cash balance of 55,90,000 

The hnd revenue estimate will however ic quite revision by the light of inquiries which are 
approaching completion, the result of winch it is not possible at present to anticipate 

T5ADE AND CUSTOMS 

10 The trade returns for the State aud for the town of Jhulrapatnn arc attached 

There is a falling off as compaicd with the previous } ear, chiefly in the grain trade.owmg 
to the unusual briskness of the y eni before 

The management of the Customs Department continues to be unsatisfactory and the 
earliest opportunity will be taken to remedy this defect 

COURTS AND DEPARTMENTS 

11 Of the Courts generally it may be said they do not command the confidence they 
used to an idea had got abroad that many of the presiding officers were not only incompetent 
but also tint justice was to be swayed by the payment of money ot by personal influence or 
feelings, and I am sorry to say it has been found this opinion has some foundation 

12 In the Appellate Court it has been found necessary to call upon one of Ihe members 
to resign his post which has not as yet bsen filled up 

The establishment of this Court lias been reduced, tlio returns, however, show nn increase 
of business and moie disposed of, which is curious* 

13 The establishment of the Civil Court has not only been reduced but inexperienced 
persons have been placed on it The working of this Court lias been shown to be so 
discreditable that the Judge had to be suspended and called upon for explanation 

The returns point to a more than average institution of suits, though the value of them is 
less and the number disposed of is fewer, except in the matter of execution of decrees, the 
usually weak point in the working of this Court, which shows a slight improvement 

14 Among the Sadur Courts the Criminal Court has perhaps leknned the best reputa* 
tion, but it has been deemed advisable to reappoint the foinier Judge, Babu Dip Chand, and tc 
remove an Assistant by name TTewall Lull 

15 The Tehsil Courts, both on the civil and criminal side, have kept abreast of their 
work, with the exception of the execution of decrees, of which only 6G per cent were disposed of 
Judging by the few appeals and the number of decisions which have been upheld, these Courts 
appear m a more favourable light than those at head-quarters 

16 The utter mismanagement of the Revenue Department for the past two yeais has 
helped to reduce the receipts from the land revenue, and it is prob ible they will still further 
dimmish before matters can. be lighted 

Intense confusion prevails , Revenue officials, high and low, are bewildered, records have 
been mislaid, tampered with and falsely prepared, while the standaid of morality among 
officials and cultivators has greatly fallen, and the foimer nearly forgotten pursuit of 
constantly trying to out-wit each other is again freely indulged m by revenue collec- 
tors and revenue payers 

Every endeavour is being made to correct this state of affans, but time must elapse, 
extra expenditure be incurred, and much diligence and patience be exercised before this Depait 
ment can again be in a satisfactory condition. 

THE JAIL 

17 The daily average of prisoners is fewei thanfoi the previous year. There have been 
six deaths, but the health of the prisoners has altogether been good Extra ventilation is 
being provided for some of the waids The management h is leturned into the bauds of 
the former jailor who had been most unjustly treated During his absence discipline had bun 
lelaxed, but otherwise the management has been fair,

¥ CRIME AND THE POLICE 

18 Tlieie have been three murdeis In the first case a peon of the Criminal Court killed a 
boy m ordei to rob him of his ornaments, and on conviction suffered capital punishment

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The other two cases are under investigation, m one a woman and in the othei a 
Fakir were the victims 

There lnve been two cases o£ dacoity, both m the Shahabad District, the pioperty robbed 
was small in amount and some of it has been recovered 

Nineteen cases of lobbery ha\e occuired including six of cattle lifting 

19 The class of Police officers has deteriorated somewhat and the zeal of the serviteitas 
been lessened owing to seveial ill-considered promotions and punishments, as a consequence a 
great mciease of house-breaking is noticeable and the lecovenes of stolen property geneially 
aie not large 

20 Inspector Najamuddin of the Thagi and Dacoity Department is engaged in 
endeavouring to bring the Sondhias within the scope of the operations of that Department with 
some hopes of success, and he promises to be useful in bunging to light the details of many 
past crimes and m obtaining the conviction of the offendeis 

PUBLIC WORKS 

21 Something has been done in the way of adding to the fair weather communications, 
and the water-supply of the dry district of Shahabad will receive a useful addition shortly by 
the completion of a good tank 

The absurdly small giant allowed to the Department by the Darbar has made the cost of 
establishment excessive Mr Miles' repoit ha«, as usual, been departmental^ submitted 

EDUCATION 

22 The Jlnllawnr State has not added to the number of the four young Sirdais aheady 
stud) mg at the M lyo College, but there are hopes of two or three more being sent at the com- 
mencement of next term 

28 Local opinion has shown no tangible sign of increased interest in the cause of educa- 
tion, and it has been found no easier to collect the voluntary subscriptions in aid of the district 
schools 

The number of pupils on the rolls shows a decrease, which however is only apparent, as the 
names sfciuck off are those of bojs whom the Inspector found non-existent 

Mr John succeeded to the office of Inspector m September He has been endeavouring to 
enlist the sjmpatlues of distuct officials and local magnates on behalf of his depaitment, and 
behe\es he has met mill some success 

MEDICAL, VACCINATION, AND HEALTH 

24 The office of Agency Surgeon was held up to the 17th May 1887 by Surgeon A Leah) , 
and from the 6th September 1887 to the 2nd Januaty 18e>8 by Surgeon R Shore For the 
remainder of the )ear Surgeon J Ciofb has been in chaige 

The attendance at the dispensaries has been somewhat less. With Dr Cioft’s letum 
vaccination operations became more active, and the cases show an increase of 25 per cent on last 
yeai 

Uith the exception of small outbreaks of small-pox in parts the public health has been 

good 

BOUNDARIES 

25 No external boundar) disputes have been settled during the year 

POLITICAL SUPERINTENDENT'S TOUR 

26 Camping commenced in the middle of November 1887 and was continued with shott 
intervals to the end of Maich 1888, during which time almost every portion of the State was 
\ isited 

GENERAL 

27 During his cold weather tour Colonel Walter, the Agent to the Governor-General, 
spent five days with his camp in the Jhallawai State 

28 Representatives from the Darbar weie deputed to the meetings held at Ajmeie in 
March last, regirding the regulation of marriage expenses and the affairs of the Mayo College 
The printed rules refeirmgto the former matter ha\e been received and distributed, and theie 
can be little doubt about then being acted on with pleasure by both parties to the agieement,

1 have the honour to submit the Annual Administration Eepoit of the Bikanir Agency 
for the year 1887-88 

2 The office of Political Agent was held by Major A P Thornton until Ins depaituie on 
furlough on the 7th of October 1887, when he was succeeded by Lieutenant- Colonel V E 
Law, fiom whom 1 resumed charge on my return from furlough on the 5th of Mnich 1888 
As I have thus only held the appointment for three weeks of the year uudei review, this repoit 
is mainly compiled from materials left by my piedecessors 

3 The chief event of the yeat was the death of Maharaja Dungar Singh on the 19th of 
August 1887, at the early age of 33 years His Highness had long been ailing and had 
placed himself m the hands of native Hakims, from whose treatment he anticipated lelief 
While at Gajnei, however, early m August, he became worse and was brought back to Bikanir 
although the symptoms weie senous, a fatal teimmation was not anticipated until the 18th, 
wheu he became unconscious and expued peacefully the following afternoon at 5 p vr The 
State tieasury and the vaults m which the Mabaiaja^s private treasuie was supposed to have 
been deposited were at once sealed up, and precautions to pi event egress from the Zenana 
having been taken, the funeral ceremonies passed off quietly the following morning Shortly 
before his death the Maharaja had formally adopted his biofcher Ganga Singh, a hoy not quite 
7 yeais old, and m due course the succession was recognized by the Government of India 

, Within less than a month, viz > on the Ifith of September, Mahaiaj Lai Singh, father of the 
|lnte and present Chiefs, who had long suffered from paralysis, followed his son , and the l uling 

/ Family has sustained a further loss quite recently by the death of Mahaiaj Bliiv Singh, wiio 
was for a short time a member of the Council and was much respected by all classes 

SAEDARS 

4 Arrnr Singh, ex-Thakur of Mali aj an, once a prominent figure m Bikanir politics 
who had been deprived of lus position foi an attempt to poison Maharaja Dungai Smgh 
m 1876, died in December 18S7 The Bidawat Thakur of Gopalpura also, who had always 
been well disposed to the Darbar, died m February of the present yeai 

ADMINISTRATION 

5 On the death of the Maharaja the State Council was lemodellcd to suit the change 
of circumstances and now consists of Khan Bahadui Amin Mahomed as Yice-Piesident, 
with Thakurs Har Smgh of Sandwa and Jagmal Singh of Bai, Rakecha Mangal Chand 
and Kabiaj Bheiou Dan, as Members, under the general supervision of the Political Agent 
as Piesideut On the re-organisation of the Council, Seth Milap Chand, who had of late 
been in it with charge of the Accounts Department, was placed at the head of the Cus- 
toms Department, Seth Nemi Chand taking his place in the Council Tins arrangement, 
however, was afterwaids modified, Seth Nemi Chand lesigning in favour of Kabrij Bheion 
\ Dan, and himself taking charge of the accounts, hut without a seat in the Council Munsln 
jSohan Lai also ceased to belong to the Couucil as an additional Member, hut it has been 
Aoposed recently (to Te-appoint him m that capacity, so as to provide for the inspection of the

a f of the large exports of it that were taking place, the Council found it expedient to double tb e 
e port duty towards the close o£ the year, \vith the intention of again reducing this if the 
rfeasuie bad the desired effect A. very large quantity of food-grain is believed to ha\e left the 
•fiuntry before this step < was taken, and prices are expected to rise considerably befoie long 
Another year of deficient rainfall has again interfered with the piospeuty of the new 
settlers in the northern distnets, and they are beginning to despair of success in then under- 
taking owing to the continued failure of grass and foddeL foi then cattle and the great scaicity 
of water Fortunately the floods of the Gaghai nvei were unusual!} heavy and a hige area of 
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land was sown with wheat winch will not only supply the people with food or the means of 
paying it, hut is expected to bring in a profit of about R50,000 to the Darbar It is unsatis- 
factory to have to lecord once more that the question of utilising the flood waters of the 
G3°-har to the advantage alike of British and Bikanir interests is still undecided, even should 
it be found impiacticable to deal with the case as affecting the whole of the riparian proprietors, 
there would seem to be no great difficulty in cairymg out the scheme suggested by Mr 
Wakefield of two short canals within the Sirsa district to the Bikanir border As an 
instance of tbe value of water in the good soil of the northern paiganas, it may be mentioned 
that a canal dug at a cost of R3,000 to utilise suiplos water ftom tbe Sirhind canal has 
brought in a profit of El 3,540 to the Daibai in two years, it is not to be wondeied at then 
that the Daibar is anxious for a settlement of this question 

7 By the death of Mahara] Lai Sing, the paigana of Anopgarh has escheated to the 
State, it holders on S uiat garb, and if theie had been a good rainfall would have been surveyed 
and divided into lots for settlers last cold weather, it is hoped that this may be practicable 
this year 

8 The great increase of woik consequent on the settlement operations in the Hanoman- 
garb, pargana made it necessary to cieate another tehsil, viz , Alirzawali, so tint the Nazim of 
Suratgaih now has six subdivisions under him and bolds peihaps tbe most important of the 
four district charges 

9 Ten pucca and fouiteen kutcba wells have been dug duung tbe 3 ear, also twenty-nine 
ponds and seven pucca leservous 01 “ kunds seven ponds lnve been cleaned and deepened 

10 Munshi Sohan Lai has been iu cliaige of the Revenue Department uninterruptedly 
and tbe yeaily mcieasing receipts testify to tbe success of his management

Theie was an average fall of rain thioughout tbe State, except in tbe noitbern pargnnas 
and m the immediate neighbourhood of the capital Iu these areas there was decided scarcity, 
and it is eunous to note how regularly of late yeais the same portions of the State have been 
affected in the same way, prtma facie there seems to be no reason why the city of Bikanir 
should be tbe centie of a comparative rainless tract with a radius of about sixteen miles, but so it 
has proved to be for some years, while beyond that ladius the fall has in the same years been 
sufficient if not actually copious The measuiements at the tehsils are often no criterion of the^ 
fall in the mtenoi of the distuct, for this is very capricious and varies every few miles , mdeed^r 
it may be said, at every village Thus at Suiatgaih and in the sandhills to the south of i» 
there was quite an average fall of ram, but to tbe noith of the town hardly any Tam fell and 9 
manjr of the vill iges not a drop In Rajgarh too the fall was heavier at head-quarters tl^F 
elsewhere Except in the northern districts the crops both of glass and gram were fair, m 
in Sujangarli, Katangaih, and Chum some damage was done by caterpillars to the moth arW 
Rajgarh by a worm to the water-melons In Babadera-an ^overflow of watei from tb em

14 A careful and exhaustive enquuy u is instituted into the amount of pnvate tieasuie 
supposed to have been left by the late Maharaja At firot only RG2,000 weie found, but 
aftei much tiouble the Council succeeded in making out an account of the lite Chief's pnvate 
income and expenditure which showed that theie should hive been at least R6,85,148 forth- 
coming, inclusive of a sum of R2,50,000 bequeithed by His Highness to Ranis and others 
With much difficulty, caused hy the tactics of: two of the late Maharaja's widows, R5,96,441-l-L3 
m all were recoveied for the State Out of this sum Rl, 40,000 have been paid to those 
legatees, under the late Mahaiaj i's will, who had not leceived their legacies in His Highness's 
lifetime, but R 1,00,000 bequeathed to the Puglamji Mabaram was withheld undei the oideis 
of Government in consequence of her conduct m the mafctei, so that the amount ciedited to the 
State was R4, 56,44 1-14 3 

Mahan] Lai Siugh, the father of the late and piesent Chiefs, left cash and gold woith 
RS, 66, 236-12-3 which has been transfeired to the State treasury Of this sura, R6,00,000 
belonged to the late Mnlnrija Dungai Smgh The total sum thus acciuing to the State after 
deducting pavmenfc of legacies amounted theiefoie to R 13,22,678-10-6 

The services of Khan Bahadur Amin Mahomed, Seths MiKp Chand and Nemi Cliand, 
in unravelling these complicated accounts, elicited the appioval of the Agent to the Governor- 
General and of Government 

WORKING OP THE COURTS- CIVIL CASES 

15 In the Nizamats and Tehsils there were 299 cases pending at the beginning of the 
yeai, and 3,062 were instituted duiing its course, decrees weie given in 2,025 cases, 1,055 
were dismissed, and 92 were tiansfened, leaving 490 pending at the close of the year 

REVENUE CASES 

16 There weie 971 cases pending in the Nizamats and Tehsils, and 7,972 weie instituted 
during the veai , decrees weie given in 3,3 32 instances, 191 weie settled by razraamas, 637 
cases were transfen ed, and 4,028 were dismissed, leaving 1,392 cases pending at the close of the 
}ear The pioportion of cases dismissed seems high 

CRIMINAL CASES 

17 The Nizamats and Tehsils had to deal with 5,277 cases, of which 4,318 weie disposed 
of, 641 were transfeired, and 318 lemaraed pending at the close of the j ear Punishment was 
awarded in 970 cases only , this propoition to the number of complaints ( viz , 5,277) is small, 
as is also that of the persons punished to those arrested, viz , 1,342 out of 2,992, and goes to 
show that complaints weie often frivolous The amount of property plundered is much laiger 
this year than last 

18 On the death of the late Maharaja the Ijlas Khas or Court of final appeal ceased to 

exist and became merged m the Regency Council, and in like manner the powers of the 
Council of the late Maharaja's time were tonfened upon an Appeal Court consisting of Hafiz 
Hamidulla and Pandit Kalka Peishad It seems unnecessaiy to make separate mention of the

POST OFFICES 

Appendix marked No I gives the number of post offices, letter-boxes, and postmen m 
the cncle at the close of the yeais 1886-87 and 1887-88 There is a net increase of 15 post 
offices, 9 letter boxes, and 12 postmen Though smaller than in the year 1886-87, the 
increase took place chiefly in the Mar war State, wheie the Darbar continues to render every 
assistance to encourage the working of the Imperial Post Office 

In a separate return, marked Appendix IA, is shown the number of post offices in each 
State and the number opened during the yeai under review 

Among the newly opened post offices one was established at Jevsalmir, on the 1st of 
March 1888 

The Meywar Darbar have lecently given peimission to open Impel lal post offices m their 
State 

Two were established during the past year and many more will he opened before long 


MAIL LINES 

Appendix No II herewith annexed gives the number of different kinds of mail lines, with 
mileage, in existence at the close of the years 1886 87 and 1837-88 There was an increase of 
nine new lines, one of which is a camel one, with a total mileage of 374 miles 

Appeudix No III is an enumeration of articles of all sorts delivered in Rajputana during

MONEY ORDER TRANSACTIONS 

During the year under review 107,718 money orders, amounting to K28,00,790, were 
issued from post offices in Rajputana, and 90,876 money ordeis for B83,42,893 were paid 
This gives an increase in the issues of 8,827 money ordeis amounting to 1159,116, whilst in the 
payments there has also been an increase of 6,343 money orders representing a value of 
1183,843 The majority of money oiders were issued by post offices south of Ajmere, whilst 
the bulk of the payments were made at post offices north of Ajmere. 


INSURED ARTICLES 

Twelve thousand seven hundred and foity-two ai tides, insured to a value of S47,99,660j 
were despatched from this cucle during last year This is an increase of 900 ai tides, amounting 
to 114,18,318 m excess of the previous yeai 

The partial insurance system was for the first time extended to post offices in Marwar 
since the 1st Januaiy I8S8

SAVINGS BANK 

There has been a steady increase in the Savings Bank transactions The majority of 
depositor are Bnfcish subjects Up to the dose of the year theie were 3,058 open Savings Bank 
accounts, representing a sura of 313,63,491 

E\ery blanch of the department shows a steady de\elopment, and this is chiefly due to 
the gradual, though slow, extension of the post office in native territory 

OFFENCES AGAINST THE DEPARTMENT 

Three post office servants were convicted and punished by Magistrates for misappro- 
priating Government money 

In six instances service postage labels weie affixed to private letters posted by the public^ 
and in every instance the offenders were made over to the Magistrate 

During the past year only three letters weie challenged to which labels previously used 
had been affixed 


HIGHWAY ROBBERIES 

The mail was plundered on tlnee occasions during last year , particulars of these me grven 
m the accompanying Appendix IY 

TEMPORARY POST OFFICES 

Two temporary post offices were opened m 1887-88 one m connection with the camp of 
exercise at Rupaheh with which the General Commanding expressed himself satisfied, and the 
othei was established at the Pilwara Fair in Mar war Prom the large numbei of articles 
posted and delivered, both temporary post offices proved a success 

The postal circles of Rajput ana is in charge of a Deputy Postmaster-General assisted by 
two Superintendents of Post Offices and eight Inspectors
